Gompers Leading in 
Fight to a Finish,

Washington, D. c., Feb. 23.—[Spe- 
cial.J—Open rebellion against the en- 
forcement by the government of judi- 
cial injunctions in industrial disputes 
was declared deliberately today by the 
200 representatives of 109 American 
labor organizations, meeting here at 
the call of President Gompers, Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor. 

At the close of an all day session the 
conference adopted a statement pre. 
pared by Mr. Gompers. It depicted 
organized labor as being ground be- 
tween industrial autocracy and bolshe- 
vism, denounced the open shop move- 


ment as cloaking a campaign to de 


stroy unionism, and flung defiance te 
the government on the injunction ques- 
tion. 

“The injunction as it is now used 
and abused in labor disputes is without 
sanction either in the constitution or in 


the fundamental, law of the land,” the -

Sour Puddings. 


In the spring time the sour pudding, 


that is just right” There are not many 
sour and hot dishes. Tapioca may be 
used for the sour puddings, but once 
try oatmeal for the thickening of tne 
puddings of &pple, rhubarb, or grape 
fruit and you will probably prefer it 
to the tapioca. The pudding will have 
a jellylfke quality, but the jelly part 


never gluey. | j 

The most acceptable of all these pud- 
dings, to my mind, is made of steel 
cut or Scotch oatmeal and the pink 
rhubarb, but for a change grapefruit 
may be used fn place of the rhubarb. 

Pour one pint of boiling water over 
four tablespoons of Scotch oatmeal, 
and let it stand three hours. Adéd to 
{t one tablespoon of flour, or two if you 
want a rather stiff pudding, one tea- 
spoon sait, one cup of sugar, and one 
cup of rhubarb cut fine. Put this 
into a buttered pudding dish or into 
individual dishes, and bake for one- 
half hour or until rhubarb is gooked. 
With the same amount of grapefruit 
perhaps it is best to bake the pudding 
a little longer. 


If you have no Scotch oatmeal pour 
one pint of boiling water over from 
six to eight tablespoons of rolled oats, 
let stand one hour, add two table- 
spoons of flour, one teaspoon of salt, 
one cup of sugar, and one cup of 
fruit. A little butter adds quality 
these puddings, but may be dispensed 
with. If made of quite crisp and per- 
fect stalks of rhubarb, which do not 
need to be peeled, this is a pretty pink 
pudding and prettier with cream for 
the sauce.
